"  force.  Prof .  Penniman  has  completed  five  years  of  hon- 
orable service  as  director  of  the  conservatory  and  has  accepted 
a  position  in  Omaha.  Prof.  Stout  and  Miss  Redmon  have 
leave  of  absence  for  a  year  of  study.  Miss  Bestor  is  study- 
ing in  Italy.  Prof.  Griggs  declined  re-election  and  is  study- 
ing in  Ohio  State  University.  Below  are  the  names  of  the 
gentlemen  who  have  been  secured  to  take  their  places. 

Plans  have  been  ordered  for  a  new  building  and  the  found- 
ation will  be  laid  in  October.  It  is  designed  to  accommo- 
date the  Conservatory,  the  Commercial  Department,  and  will 
have  a  gymnasium  at  the  top  with  all  conveniences. 

For  information  with  respect  to  departments  where  no 
changes  in  the  instructors  have  been  made,  as  well  as  for  tui- 
tion and  board,  the  catalogue  should  be  consulted.  Efforts 
are  being  made  to  secure  work  for  students  of  both  sexes 
who  desire  to  help  themselves.  It  is  commonly  impossible 
to  engage  work  for  a  student  until  he  makes  his  appearance 
and  can  be  seen  by  those  wishing  assistance.  Students  who 
come  with  a  little  money  to  pay  the  first  bills  and  are  willing 
to  work  can  commonly  find  the  opportunity.

He 
has  been  an  assistant  instructor  in  Cornell  University  and 
brings  to  us  fine  scientific  attainments  as  well  as  aptness  to 
teach  and  a  strong  personality. 

Dr.  Wilder  of  Cornell  University  writes:    "Mr.  Bean  has

of  Prof.  Norris,  Iowa  College;  once  a  fellow  in  this  depart- 
ment, later  of  Prof.  Gage  of  the  department  of  Histology 
and  Embryology;  and  assistant  with  me  last  year,  he  has 
performed  his  nearly  constant  and  sometimes  trying  duties 
with  fidelity,  ability  and  tact.

OF  MUSIC  cured  by  the  trustees  as  director  of  the  con- 

servatory and  teacher  of  Vocal  Music  and 
Theory.  Mr.  George  is  a  native  of  Canada,  son  of  a  clergy- 
man. He  came  to  Boston  in  1880  during  his  sixth  year  and 
has  lived  there  ever  since  with  the  exception  of  the  last  two 
years. 
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He  lias  studied  voice  with  Mr.  Herbert  Nye,  Mr.  Charles 
R.  Adams,  Mr.  William  Whitney  and  Sig.  Rotoli,  all  of  Boston. 
He  has  covered  an  interval  of  ten  years  of  continuous  study, 
three  years  of  which  were  spent  in  the  New  England  Con- 
servatory. Mr.  Adams  was  considered  the  greatest  tenor 
in  America;  for  fifteen  years  he  held  the  position  of  leading 
tenor  in  grand  opera  in  Vienna,  London,  Berlin  and  Milan. 
He  was  also  considered  one  of  the  best  voice  teachers  in  this 
country,  both  he  and  Sig.  Rotoli  being  sought  for  by  foreign 
singers  coming  to  this  country. 

In  theory  Prof.  George  has  studied  under  Mr.  Louis 
Elson,  Mr.  Harry  Redman,  Mr.  Samuel  Cole,  Mr.  Walter 
Gould.  The  merit  of  these  teachers  all  musical  people  will 
recognize.  Prof.  George  has  had  two  years  in  opera  and 
has  also  been  on  the  concert  stage.  Ele  has  taught  voice  con- 
stantly for  six  years.  He  has  trained  choirs,  glee  clubs  and 
large  choruses  with  success. 

Mr.  George  has  business  ability  and  the  trustees  believe 
that  he  will  give  eminent  satisfaction  as  the  head  of  the  con- 
servatory. 

Mr.  Neille  0.  Rowe  has  been  secured  to  teach  the  organ 
and  piano.  Mr.  Rowe  is  a  graduate  of  Oberlin  Conservatory 
and  brings  the  highest  commendations  from  Professor 
Charles  Morrison,  director  of  Oberlin  Conservatory,  and 
from  Prof.  Andrews,  Prof.  Dickinson  and  Prof.  Horner. 
Prof.  Andrews  writes:  "Mr.  Rowe  has  been  uniformly  a 
careful,  a  thorough  student,  aiming  steadily  at  the  best  re- 
sults. His  attainments  are  most  excellent.  He  is  an  inter- 
esting concert  player  and  an  intelligent  and  tasteful  church 
organist.  He  has  had  extended  experience  both  as  an  organ- 
ist in  various  places  and  as  a  teacher.  His  organ  playing  is 
exceptionally  characterized  by  a  clear  and  finished  style. 
Mr.  Rowe  has  also  done  intelligent  work  in  theory  and  com- 
position." 

Prof.  Morrison  writes  in  the  same  high  terms,  saying: 
"Mr.  Rowe  has  the  highest  commendations  from  all  his 
teachers." 

The  assistant  to  take  Miss  Redmon's  place  has  not  been 
secured.  An  engagement  will  be  made  after  consultation 
with  the  director. 

The  trustees  feel  that  with  Prof.  George  and  Prof.  Rowe 
the  conservatory  will  maintain  the  high  standard  already 
gained  and  will  go  on  to  greater  excellence.  Under  these 
instructors  it  is  believed  that  better  musical  advantages  are 
offered  than  can  be  gained  elsewhere  in  the  vicinity.
